Presumably observing one 
of our field guns on the market 
place, the driver of the armoured 
car stopped, barely having taken 
the curve, and backed out, of sight 
behind the corner house. There en- 





gine trouble ensued, which helped 
our side. When I had reported the 
matter, our platoon of about

twenty men was ordered to attack 





the car. We made our way through 
‘the back door of the building neaz- 
est to it, opened the windows fae- 
ing the street and at a short dis- 
tance cpened fire, aiming at the 
narrow aperture used by the driv- 
er and gunners. A lucky shot killed 
the former; we found him later 
deal in his seat with a bullet 
through his head. The rest of the 
eccupants, six in number, probably 
fearing to be trapped and lose con- 
tact with their forces, tried to get 
away on foot.
